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.   There    hai  been     some  criticism, 
from  Mr.  Manson,  the  Provincial  At- 
«..rnry  General  in  particular,  of  the 
action  of  the  Senate  in  refusing  to 
prohibit  the  importation    of  liquors 
into  this    Province    by  private  indi- 
•viduals.    We  feel  certain    that  Mr. 
Sanson"*  criticism  is  not  only  wide 
of  the  point,  but  capable    of  being 
misinterpreted    inasmuch   as  it  may 
create  the  impression  that  the  Senate 
has  dorse    British   Columbia  an  in 
justice.    The  AttoVney  General,  for 
inMance,    claim*    that    the  Federal 
Government  under  the  existing  law 
has  no  power    to    refuse    to  grant 
licences   to  export   warehouses,  and 
that,  therefore,  the  legislation  asked 
for.  namely,  the    amendment  to  the 
Canada  Temperance  Act,  was  neces- 
sary to  enable  him,  Mr.  Manson,  to 
close  these  export  warehouses.  He 
rites  in  support  of  this  contention  a 
legal  opinion  (of  the  then  Deputy 
Minister  of  Justice)     read    in  the 
Senate  by  Mr.  Uandurand,  the  Gov- 
ernment  leader,   in   the    session  of 
1923.    This  opinion  did  not  express 
the  view  that  the  Government  has  no 
power  to  refuse  such  licences,  nor  did 
it  state  that  the  legislation  asked  for 
by  the  Attorney-General  is  necessary 
in  order    to  give    the  Government 
aurh  power. 

What  are  the  facts  of  the  situa- 
tion?. Krom  1920  to  192J  the  Gov- 
ernment held  the  view  that  it  had  the 
Ipowrr  to  refuse  such  licences  and 
acir.l  accordingly.  In  November, 
1916.  the  Department  of  Customs 
•promulgated  the  following  regula- 
tion to  the  collectors  of  Customs  at 
Ithr  different  ports:  "Warehousing  of 
intoxicating  beverages  to  be  discon- 
tinued December  31,  1916,  in  Prov- 
inces and  districts  where  Provincial 
prohibition  laws  are  in  force.  By 
order  of  the  Minister  of  Customs 
permission  for  the  entry  of  intoxicat- 
ing beverages  in  Customs  bonded 
warehouse.  Class  2  and  3,  is  with- 
drawn and  ceases  to  be  in  force  in  all 
Provinces  and  districts  of  Canada 
where  the  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors 
is  prohibited  under  the  Provincial 
law  unless  the  importer  obtains  and 
delivers  lo  you  the  written  consent  <<f 
the  proper  Provincial  authority  that 
such  liquor  may  be  kept  in  the 
Customs  bonded  warehouse  described 
in  such  written  consent.  You  are  in 
structed  to  give  notice  accordingly  t< 
proprietors  of  bonded  warehouses 
and  importers  concerned  at  your 
port  jnd  outports."  This  was  signed 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Customs. 

In     March,     1923,     certain  ques- 
tions were  put  to  the  Government  in 
the  House  of  Commons,  asking  how 
many  of  such  licences  were  granted 
for    B.C.    since    1920.    The  reply 
showed  that  some  twenty-six  licences 
had    ncen    granted    or  transferred. 
Another  question  was:  "Is  it  the  pol- 
icy of  the  Government  in  dealing  with 
applications  for  such  licences  to  re- 
quire the  approval  of  the  Attorney- 
General   or   the   Provincial  Govern- 
ment  or  a  member   thereof  before 
issuing  such  licences?"    The  answer 
was:   "Unqualified  assent  of  proper 
provincial  authorities  is  required  be- 
fore privilege  is  granted  of  storing 
intoxicating   liquors  in   bond   in  all 
provinces    and    districts    where  the 
sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  is  pro- 
hibited by  law."    Yet  another  ques- 
tion was:  "Was  such  approval  given 
in  the  cases  of   the   licences   so  is- 
sued?"   The  answer  was:  "Answered 
by  No.  1."  and  that  answer  showe  1 
that  the  Attorney-General  of  British 
Columbia  approved  of,  or  consented 
to,  the  issuance  or  transfer  of  25  out 
of  26   licences  and   the    Prohibit  en 
Commissioner  of  the  26th. 

It  was  farther  pointed  out  in  the 
House  of  Commons  by  Mr.  Bureau 
that  a  Customs  bonded  warehouse 
for  the  storage  of  intoxicating  liquors 
only  receives  a  licence  upon  uncon- 
ditional consent  of  the  Provincial 
authorities  and  remains  in  force  until 
cancelled  by  the  Minister  for  cause 
or  withdrawal  of  provincial  Consent. 
In  the  Senate  in  1923  the  Government 
leader  when  asked:  "Is  the  Govern- 
ment compellable  by  mandamus  or 
other  process  of  law  to  issue  such 
licences  to  provinces  without  the  con- 
sent of  the  provincial  authorities?" 
replied  "No."  In  effect,  the  situation 
is  simply  this,  and  it  shows  that  the 
attitude  of  Mr  Manson  is  a  false  one. 
No  licences  authorising  bonded  ware- 
houses for  the  storage  of  intoxicat- 
ing liquors  for  export  were  issued 
prior  to  1920  Since  1916  both  the 
policy  and  practice  of  the  Federal 
Government  has  been  to  require  pro 
vincial  consent  to  such  licences 
trapsfcrs  or  renewals.  From  1920  to 
1923,  26  such  licences  were  issued  or 
transferred    in    ih:  .    |*i  ovin  -  <•  |  ,,, 

ihr   «  a«f   of   ..">  of   t».rm   with  t'T   
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defect  would  be  to  amend  the  Cus- 
toms Act.  The  way,  however.  t» 
have  prevented  the  "defect"  of  which 
Mr,  Manson  complains,  would  havg 
been  for  the  Attorney-General  of 
this  Province  to  have  refused  to  con- 
sent to  the  licences  being  granted. 
The  reason  they  were  granted,  no 
doubt,  was  because  each  netted  an 
annual  tax  of  $10,000  to  the  Provin- 
cial Government. 

The  people  of  British  Columbia 
should  understand  fully  that  the  re- 
sponsibility for  the  existence  of  these 
bonded  warehouses  rests  with  the 
Provincial  Government.  We  are  in- 
clined to  the  belief  that  Mr.  Manson 
fears  that  the  clause  in  the  Liquor 
Control  Act  which  imposes  a  duty 
on  imported  liquors  is  an  infraction, 
of  the  British  North  America  Act  and 
if  that  is  the  case  then  this  Province 
has  been  collecting  rnoney  illegally. 
This  would  afford  ait  explanation  of 
the  attitude  of  Mr.  Uanson  in  now 
endeavoring  to  obto$t  an  ironclad 
monopoly  of  the  handling  of  all 
liquors  within  British  Columbia. 
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NO  "NEW"  FLAG 


The  Federal  Government  seems  to 
have  taken  fright  because  of  the 
volume  of  erttkism  which  arose  over 
its  order-in-council  designed  to  ap- 
point a  committee  to  consider  a  na- 
tionafflag  for  Canada.  Mr.  Mackenzie 
King  now  says  the  order-in-council 
has  been  withdrawn  and  the  commit- 
tee relieved  of  its  charge.  The  Gov- 
ernment, he  says,  considers  it  ap- 
propriate that  the  matter  should  be 
first  discussed  by  Parliament.  This  is 
probably  tantamount  to  relegating 
the  question  to  the  limbo  of  forgot 
ten  things.  What  the  people  of  Can- 
ada did  not  like,  and  they  did  not 
hesitate  to  express  their  dislike  in  the 
press,  was  that  the  committee  would 
have  had  power  to  recommend  a  flag 
of  an  entirely  new  design.  That  was 
provided  for  by  the  order-in-council, 
though,  if  Mr.  Mackenzie  King  had 
been  able  to  sense  the  patriotism  of 
the  people,  he  would  never  have  even 
suggested  anying  in  the  nature  of  a 
flag  from  which  the  Union  Jack 
could  be  omitted. 
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Murray  Williams,  writing  in  The 
Financial  Review,  says:  "Amidst  the 
orgy  of  insane  expenditure  indulged 
in  by  the  Mouse  of  Commons  this 
session  there  was  orte  vote  of  money 
that  will  meet  with  the  sincere  ap- 
proval of  the  taxpayers.  The  vote  of 
$10,000  a  year  to  the  Hon.  Mr.  Field- 
ing is  a  fitting  tribute  to  a  great  Cana- 
dian. It  might  be  said  that  Mr. 
Fielding  was  the  father  of  Reciproc- 
ity. The  Reciprocity  issue  was 
beaten,  but  it  had  one  conspicuous 
merit — the  Americans  were  to  give 
us  something  in  return  for  conces- 
sions we  gave  them.  The  present 
policy  is  to  lower  our  tariff  bars  while 
the  Americans  give  us  nothing.  All 
they  do  is  to  freeae  us  out  of  their 
market  with  an  insurmountable  tariff 
wall.  The  Americans  know  the 
game,  while  we  Canadians  are  acting 
like  a  lot  of  children.  A  high  tariff 
made  thr  United  States  the  most 
prosperous  country  in  the  world.  We 
have  that  example  before  us,  but  ap- 
parently we  haven't  got  brains 
enough  to  profit  by  it." 


The  people  generally  will  be  grat- 
ified that  English,  Scotch.  Irish  and 
Empire  newspapers  generally,  as  well 
as  those  of  the  world,  may  still  cir- 
culate in  Canada.  The  Senate,  be- 
fore the  Ottawa  session  closed, 
struck  out  the  clause  of  the  Crimin-l 
Code  amendment  that  would  prevent 
newspapers  publishing  racing  inform- 
ation such  as  the  odds  on  horses. 
Some  influence  in  the  Mackenzie 
King  Government  has  been  trying  t<> 
decide  for  the  newspapers  "what  is 
news»."  There  should  be  more  con- 
cern at  Ottawa  in  deciding  "what  is 
government"

Sir.— The  Bodleian  Library  needa  a 
fund  by  m«M»ns  of  which  Ita  collec- 
tions may  be  enriched  by  the  timely 
purchase  of  rare  books,  historic  docu- 
ments. Ulumlnuted  manuscripts,  and 
fine  examples  of  binding.  The  In- 
come of  the  library,  though  now  In- 
creased by  a  share  of  the  Government 
grant  which  has  recently  been  given 
to  the  university,  leaves  little  margin 
for  the  acquisition  of  scarce  and 
beautiful  works.  In  the  past  many 
c-hancea  have  been  missed  through 
laek  of  a  fund  out  of  which  at  the 
right  moment  such  acquisitions  could 
advantageously  have  been  made. 

Under  the  Copyright  Acta,  the 
library  has  the  right  to  obtain  a  copy 
of  every  work  published  In  Great 
Britain;  but  in  spite  of  this  privilege 
and  the  contributions  made  by  colleges 
and  from  the  Government  grant,  the 
resources  of  the  library  are  «lemler. 
Such  funds  as  are  available  for  the 
purchase  of  books  are  required 
mainly  for  the  acquisition  of  new 
foreign  books  or  periodicals,  and  for 
lift  filling  of  lacunae  In  those  parts  of 
the  library  In  which  Its  collections  are 
weak  or  defective.  Hlr  Thomas 
Bodley,  when  he  set  himself  11^1608 
to  the  restoration  of  the  library,  ^ap- 
pealed to  friends  and  well-wishers  td 
help  him  by  the  gift  of  books;  It  Is 
hoped  that,  by  the  co-operation  ot 
many  friends  who  care  for  the  Bod- 
leian, his  library  may  now  be>  given 
the  help  which  In  his  lifetime  Bodley 
did  not  ask  In  vain. 

With  the  approval  of  the  Curators 
and  of  Bodley  s  Librarian.  It  haa  been 
decided  to  form  an  association,  under 
the  name  of  "Friends  of  the  Bodleian." 
with  the  object  of  providing,  by 
means  of  annual  subscriptions,  an  In- 
come for  the  purchase  of  desirable 
books  and  manuscripts,  for  the  ac- 
quisition of  which  the  ordinary  funds 
of  the  library  are  insufficient.  To 
secure  the  wise  application  of  the 
money  thus  provided,  the  selection  of 
the  books  to  be  acquired  In  this  way 
will  rest  with  Bodley  s  Librarian. 

The  names  of  the  mends  of  the 
Bodleian  will  be  Inscribed  In  a  spei  l.il 
register  which  will  be  preserved  in 
the  Library.  The  members  of  the 
Society  will  be  Invited  to  meet  an- 
nually In  Oxford  to  receive  a  report 
of  the  year's  work,  an  account  of 
which  will  also  be  given  tn  The 
Bodleian  Quarterly  Itecord.  On  the 
occasion  of  this  meeting,  the  Friends 
of  the  Bodleian  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  seeing  parts  of  the  library 
not  usually  shown  to  visitors,  and  of 
Inspecting  the  purchases  made  from 
the  funds  to  which  they  have  sub- 
scribed. Each  member  will  receive 
a  copy  of  The  Bodleian  Quarterly 
Record. 

We  venture  to  aak  those  who. 
whether  members  of  the  university  or 
not,  feel  an  Interest  in  the  Bodleian 
Library  to  Join  the  new  association. 
The  annual  subscription  payable  by 
each  Friend  of  the  Bodleian  wiU  be 
ten  shillings,  but  It  Is  hoped  that  many 
will  see  their  way  to  give  a  larger 
sum.  Communications  should  be  ad 
dressed  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Friends 
of  the  Bodleian.

The  firm  of  Gillespie.  Hart  it  Todd 
has  prepared  for  distribution  among 
prospective  homeeeekers  a  very  strik- 
ing little  folder  setting  out.  briefly 
and  pointedly,  some  of  the  advantages 
that  Victoria  and  the  southern  part  of 
Vancouver  Island  has  to  offer.  One  of 
the  great  advantages  of  this  publica- 
tion Is  that  It  Is  quickly  digested,  the 
Information  contained  In  It  being  con- 
densed to  the  shortest  wording. 

At  the  very  outset  It  conveys  the 
information  that  the  title  to  land  is 
aood.  It  Is  set  out  that  theae  titles  are 
issued  by  the  Provincial  Government 
and  guaranteed  by  It.  There  is  no 
need  to  pay  title  Insurance. 

The  tax  rates  and  the  character  of 
the  assessments  In  the  city  and  sur- 
rounding municipalities  as  well  as  In- 
formation on  this  line  for  unorganised 
districts  Is  tabulated.

Walter  Adam*,  of  Victoria,  lowered 
I  he  world'e  BvlWSdt  speed  rford  In 
I  he  outboard  molorboat  reOSS  for  all 
rltMei  at  Csdboro  Kay  yesterday  af- 
ternoon In  the  Pacific  Coaat  rhim- 
plonehlp  regatta.  whi<h  la  being  held 
this  year  by  the  Royal  Victoria  Tacht 
flub. 

Over  an  eight  mile  course  Mr. 
Adams'  boat  averaged  1<  knota.  tfaua 
lowering  the  world'*  record  by  over 
four  and  a  half  knota.  He  covered 
the  eight-mile  course  in  30  mlnutea 
IS  seconds.  The  former  world's  rec- 
ord was  established  at  Detroit  laal 
year  over  a  alx-mll<>  course. 

Mr.  Adams  has  a  four-horsepower 
big  twin  Kvlnrude  with  a  special  hull 
built  and  designed  by  Mr.  Krneat 
Adams,  hla  brother.  The  nearest 
competitor  was  the  Kilo  motorboat. 
with  a  time  of  S«  minutes.  31  seconds. 
An  Ktto  motorboat  a W<>  came  third 
In  the  free-for-all  of  all  classes  of 
outboard  motors. 

In  the  "A"  cla*s  motorboat  race 
Mr.  Murphy,  of  Heattlc.  with  a  John- 


aon  motor,  waa  first,  doing  the  course 
In  13  mlnutea.  10  seconds  The  Kvln- 
rude waa  second. 

The  "B"  claaa  race  was  won  by 
Mr.  W.  Moaa.  of  Vancouver.  In  an 
Klto  molorboat,  covering  the  counae 
In  IS  mlnutea.  10  seconds,  followed 
by  u  Johnson  motorboat.  with  an 
Kilo  third.  Claaa  "A"  and  "B"  raoea 
ware  over  a  two-mile  course. 

In  lowering  the  world's  Kvlnrude 
apeed  record,  Mr  Adams  wins  the 
Pacific  Coast  Championship  Cup  and 
haa  achieved  one  of  the  mast  re- 
markable feata  In  the  history  of  out- 
board motorboat  racing.  The  special- 
ly dealgned  hull  waa  due  large  to  the 
sueceaa  of  the  race.  Hla  average,  it 
was  stated,  might  have  been  even 
better  bad  the  boat  n..t  been  stopped 
by  a  kelp  bed.

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DEEP  COVK,  July  l.-On« 
largest  and  moat  inapMMtV*  fu 
fvrr  held  In  North  Haanlch 
place  at  Holy  Trinity  Church 
trlrlu  Bay,  on  Monday  mornlnn  at  11 
o'clock,  when  the  late.  Oliver  O. 
Clarke,  who  dlrd  such  a  heroic  death, 
waa  laid  to  rcat. 

Information  aa  to  the  manner  of 
hla  death  elicits  the  fact  that  he  had 
been  enraged  In  fighting  a,  fire  ad- 
joining Hansons  No.  4  logging  camp. 
Port  Navllle.  and  had  received  In- 
struction* to  aee  that  the  residents 
of  the  cam p  were  brought  aboard  the 
Government  launch,  which  waa  at 
anchor  In  the  Inlet. 

Having  conducted  a  number  of  per 
■ona  through  the  fire  to  the  beach  and 
safety,  and  feeling  that  perhapa  some- 
one might  have  been  overlooked,  he 
started  off  once  more  In  the  face  of 
certain  destruction,  and  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  trees  were  already 
falling  around  him.  he  was  seen  to 
enter  the  camp,  which  had  already 
started  to  burn. 

No  finer  display  of  heroism  In  the 
face  of  such  awful  danger  has  been 
written  In  the  annals  of  the  country, 
and  the  sadness  of  his  death  Is  ac- 
centuated by  the  fact  that  he  had 
almost  reached  safety  on  his  return 
before  death  overtook  him.  his  body- 
being  found  only  six  feet  from  the 
water's  edge,  with  his  ranger's  badge 
clasped  tightly  In  his  hand. 

The  service  conducted  In  Holy 
Trinity  Church,  waa  very  solemn  and 
Impressive,  the  large  congregation 
being  visibly  moved,  as  the  majority 
of  those  present  had  known  the  late 
ranger  very  Intimately. 

The  service  was  conducted  by  the 
rector  of  the  parish,  the  Rev.  T.  M. 
Hughes,  the  hymns  sung  balng  "Jesus, 
Lover  of  My  Boul."  which  Is  the  fa- 
vorite hymn  of  his  mother;  "Rock  of 
Ages."  and  "Nearer.  My  Ood.  to 
Thee."  the  dead  march  In  "Saul."  and 
a  aolemn  requiem,  being  played  by 
the  organist. 

The  remains  were  carried  to  their 
last  resting  place  by  some  of  his  com- 
rades In  the  late  war.  Col.  C  W 
Peck.  V.C  .  D.8.O.,  M.P.P.;  Messrs.  C. 
Moses,  A.  Calvert,  L.  Horth.  W. 
Stacey  and  W.  Derrick,  the  coffin 
being  completely  covered  with  beau- 
tiful wreaths. 

After  the  commlttat  service  had 
been  read  by  the  rector.  Col  Peck 
spoke  very  feelingly  of  the  splendid 
personality  of  the  deceased,  und  the 
sincere  sorrow  felt  at  his  paaslng 
laying  stress  „n  t|s»  splendid  self-sac- 
rifice which  prompted  the  late  ranger 
to  give  his  life  to  Insure  the  safety 
of  others,  clotting  with  the  words. 
"That  greater  love  hath  no  man  than 
this,  that  he  Iny  down  his  life  for 
his  friends."  The  late  Mr.  Clark  Is 
survived  by  his  brothers.  Messrs. 
Reginald  nnd  Ksmond  Clark.  Deep 
Cove,  nnd  father  and  mother  and 
three  sisters  In  England.  ^
